"The C.I.A. representatives 
worked specifically in training 
the Vietnamese police services, 
not in Clandestine C.I.A. activi- 
ties,” the Massachusetts Repub- 
lican declared on the floor of 
the Senate. 

, Mr. Saltonstall, who is a 
member of the Senate Armed 
Services Subcommittee, which 
deals with C.I.A., activities, said 
that he had asked the agency 
about published reports crit- 
icizing it for allegedly having 
used an institute of higher 
learning as "cover” in Vietnam 

According "to the C.I.A.; the 
police training mission origi- 
nated in a 1951 proposal 
by President Dwight D. Eisen-;
